Washington, September 26. —T here | 
is little likelihood that the French 
parliament will ratify the debt agree- 
ment with the United States, accord- 
| ing to advices received here by Wasn- 
ington officials. Furthermore there is 
no certainty, these same advices indi- 
cate, as to what additional steps will 
then be taken in the effort to reach a 
fraal settlement of the debt question.

“You will pay . . . But your time 
is short if you don‘t do exactly as 
you are told and don’t show this let- 
ter to your fool detectives,” the letter 
to Hancock said. The message de- 
manded $50,000 in unmarked $20 bills. 

“Now you take a good think or 
October 1 will be your last day. If 
one of our gang fails, the rest won't,’ 
said the letter. 

In a report made to police fast 
month Conlin accused “government 
officers of obtaining documents from 
his home by subferfuge. He said his 
house had been ransacked of mail and 
other papers when a maid entertained 
callers during his absence.

were higher than the number of such 
arrests in 1914, when. some states 


had saloons and others had state pro- 
hibition or local option. Arrests for 
drunkenness in these places in 1914 
were 523,049. By 1920 they had 
dropped to 233.837, but jumped after 
that until, in 1925, they rose to 533,- 
483. 

The figures presented by the league 
indicate that in 1918 and 1919, when 
emergency wartime restrictions on al- 
coholic beverages were imposed. drunk- 
enness took an astonishing drop. But 
after the Volstead act went into ef. 
fect, drunkenness began to rise “so 
that in 1925 there were more urrests 
for drunkenness than in 1914.” 

Atlanta and Birmingham are taken 
as examples of how conditions have 
become “much worse under the pres- 
ent ‘bone dry’ law than they for- 
merly were under state restrictions or 
semi-prohibition.” 

On January 1, 1908, Georgia ob- 
tained what was then known as “‘state- 
wide prohibition.’’ As soon as the 
law “went into effect, arrests for 
drunkenness in Atlanta fell from 6,508 
in 1907 to 2,650 two years later, 
maintaining that low level until the 
state “bone-dry” law was enacted in 
1917. In 1919. drunkenness began to 
increase, and has been incrensing al- 
most steadily ever since. In 1925 
there were 7.657 arrests for drunken- 
ness, more than twice as high as the 
level maintained for the more mod- 
erate years. 

“The history of Birmingham is al- 
most an exact duplicate,” the report 
says, 

Alabama Examined. 

Before 1915, Alabama had a county 
local option law. In 1915 che state 
got a statewide prohibition law which 
permitted the importation »f some 
aleoholic beverages and the manufae- 
ture of home-made wine. This con- 
tinued until the state law was super- 
seded by the Volstead act. ‘Arrests 
for drunkenness in Birmingham fell 
from 3,481 in 1915 to 907 a year 
later, the report continues, “and 
maintainec this low level during the 
restrictive period, averaging 924 a 
year from 194% to 1919. In 1921, ar- 
rests started on their astonishing climb 
upward so that in 1925 there were 
4.706 drunks arrested—a level a!most 
five times greater than under the 
more moderate law.” 

Taking Massachusetts as an example 
of the increase in the number of drunk- 
en drivers. the survey snows tbat be- 
tween 1919 and 1925 automobiles in- 
ereased 196 per cent while revocations 
of licenses for drunken driving jumped 
740 per cent.

PLANS WET STAND 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 

New York, September 26.—Seated 
around a dinner table in the Metropol- 
itan club tonight, the chiefs of the re- 
publican party in New York com- 
pleted the program for taking a defi- 
nite if not entirely frank stand «gainst 
the national prohibition law in the 
forthcoming elections. This program 
they will ask the republican state 
convention, which meets tomorrow, to 
ratify. 

Most of the leaders were at the 
dinner, including Republican State 
Chairman Morris, who is a dry, and 
United States Senator James W. 
Wadsworth, Jr., boss of the New York 
G. O. P., candidate for reelection, and 
wringing wet. The host of the eve- 
ning was Republican National Com- 
mitteeman Charles D. Hilles, who saw 
the handwriting on the wall three or 
four years ago and has warned the 
party ever since that it cannot hope 
to win in this state as a dry party. 
New York is preponderantly wet, the 


republican party. he contended, had 
better go wet if it wanted to win. 

Hence the New York G. O. P. in- 
stead of being dry and seeking to con- 
ciliate a minority, becomes wet and 
takes thought of the expediency of not 
alienating a dry minority any more 
than can be helped. 

So. it falls out that Senator Wads- 
worth, who would repeal the 18th 
amendment and establish the Quebec 
system of government liquor dispen- 
saries, will be renominated by the 
state convention with little opposi- 
tion and a wet will be named for 
governor, probably, according to pres- 
ent plans, Representative Ogden Mills. 

Compromise Sought. 

With a ticket frankly wet the re- 
publicans will endeavor to devise a 
platform that will not offend drys 
and may even hold the support of 
many drys for the wet republican can- 
didates. 

The difficulty arose in connection 
with the stand the party should take 
on the restoration of state enforce- 
ment of the 18th amendmeat. New 
York repealed its prohibition enforce- 
ment act and the drys have been try- 


ing to get another one enacted. They 
have demanded a declaration in fa- 
vor of a new enforcement law as the 
price of their support of the repub- 
lican nominee for governor. 

The republiean leaders at the din- 
ner tonight were not disposed to pay 
this price. They were disposed to take 
refuge under the shelter of the refer- 
endum on the modification of the 
Volstead act to permit the individual 
states to define intoxicating liquors. 
If this course be followed the plat- 
form will commit the party to abide 
by the outcome of this referendum on 
November 2. If the state votes in fa- 
vor of modification the party will 
adopt that attitude and will oppose 
passage of a new state enforcement 
law. If the vote is adverse to modifi- 
cation the party will be committed 
to restoration of state enforcement. 
Confident that the referendum will 
go wet the wets feel they are taking 
no chances with the drys willing to 
abide by the referendum outcome.

Washington, September 26.—First 
frosts find the congressional campaign 
rounding the turn and creeping into 
the stretch while the populace yawns 
and asks who Tunney is going to fight 
next.

L FOCAL INFECTION. 
The four pairs of bony spaces or 


by mucous membrane cextinuous with 
the lining of the nasal cavity are 
called paranasal sinuses, maxillary 
sinuses or antra of Highmore in the 
upper jaw bones behind the cheeks, 
frontal sinuses in the “forehead or 
brow, spenoidal and ethdoidal sinuses 
deep in the roof of the nasal cavity 
between the eyes. 

Acute inflammation or suppuration 
in these sinuses produces more or less 
characteristic pain which gives a, fair 
clew, at any rate, for the physician 
to follow. But chronic sinus infec- 
tion is usually painless, “silent,” but 
none the less a source of much mis- 
chief and misery. 

Right here I might answer a thou- 
sand exasperated queries like this:

Why is it that women, when they 
are religious, are more devoted than 
men ?

Idealistie 
Russia he pictures as a savage who 
takes up in earnest the follies that 
have been born in the brains of more 
civilized nations. These latter construe 
fine theories, such as the doctrines of 
Christianity and communism contain, 
but make sure never to apply them, 
says the savant. But Russia believes 
in them, takes them to heart and 
wants to bring them to reality. Miche- 
let, the French historian already had 
the sar.e idea in mind when he wrote: 
“Russian tells us today she represents 
Christianity. Tomorrow she will say, 
‘I represent socialism.’ ” It is true that 
all the illuminati of history have 
been Russia's masters: Saint Paul, 
Rousseau, George Sand, Ibsen and 
Karl Marx, most of them enemies of 
society.

in children, from paranasal focal in- 
fection. Dr. William Mck. Marriot, 
pediatrist, designates acute parenchy- 
matous nephritis as one of the most 
frequent and most serious of the sys- 
tematic manifestations of sinus infec- 
tion in children. 

It is not that paranasal sinus in- 
fection always begins in childhood. 
The majority of cases of serious acute 
sinusitis occur in adult life. But 


“silent” paranasal focal infection 
seems to be strikingly common in early 
life. Perhaps that is due to the 
popular habit of ascribing anything 
a child may have in his head to 


“cold.” 
Absorption of bacterial protein from 


a silent paranasal focus is the factor} 
responsible for certain cases of asth-| 


ma in young persons. 

Dr. William A. Krieger, Poughkeep- 
sie rhinologist, reports that chorea 
(St. Vitus’ dance) with heart involv- 
ment has been successfully treated by 
drainage of a paranasal sinus infection. 
He finds that most of the bacteria re- 
sponsible for these paranasal infec- 
tions produce an acid reaction, and 
therefore, he advocates mild alkaline 
solutions rather than strong antisep- 
tics in cleansing the nasal cavities. 
Dr. Krieger urges the conservative 
drainage of the infected sinuses by 
means of suction apparatus, and he 
finds that ultraviolet treatment fol- 
lowing cleansing of the infected sinus 
is of considerable value; of course 
this requires special apparatus end 
technical skill in applying it. 

Aside from surgical measures and 
suction drainage, two other general 
remedies deserve mention, for those 
with chronic sinus disease, The first 
is general sun bathing—exposure of 
the naked skin to sunlight, enough 
to acquire a coat of tan without suf- 
fering from sunburn. Probably ex- 


| 


sunlight is the secret of 
benefit some sufferers derive from 
“change of climate.” The other rem- 
edy is cod liver oil—a teaspoonful or 
two or three daily of any good brand 
of plain cod liver oil. This has been 
well dubbed “bottled sunshin,” like 
sunshine, it provides the factor which 
we call “vitamin” essential for the 
development of the greatest immunity 
against respiratory infection.

‘Liquor Cargoes 


Worth Millions 
Lost In Storm 


BY ORVILLE DWYER 
Miami, Fla., September 26.—This 
oasis in the American rum Sahara 
is paying more for its liquor 


| than it has at any time since the

great drouth fell on the country in 
earnest. The effect of the tropical 
hurricane of a week ago Friday and 
Saturday on the highly organized 
booze traffic of the Florida coast, is 
just beginning to be felt. 

Throats parched by the tropical 
heat or the native south Florida an- 
tipathy to impotent beverages, are be- 
ing wetted now at almost 100 per cent 
increase over what it has ever cost 
before. 

In other words, with the bottom of 
the briny deep down here lovingly en- 
folding several. millions of dollars 
worth of contraband rum, the ultimate 
consumer is paying S7 and $9 a quart, 
as against S4 and S6 he paid before, 

Curiously enough the beer hasn't 
jumped in price. It has always been 
a dollar a bottle and it remains a dol- 
lar a bottle. But perhaps there is a 
reason for that. The beer always has 
been dropped over the sides of liners, 
brought ashore bagged and distributed. 
from sub-stations or bases of supply 
and the storm didn’t affect the situa- 
tion much as it was the rum fleet that 
was demolished and sent to the bot- 
tom. 

Local rum runners estimate that be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $3,000,000 in 
rum cargoes went to the bottom in the 
West ‘Indian hurricane and that the 
loss in ships will amount to half the 
loss of liquor eargoes.
